WR, Faubus 
Targets 
in Campaign

Several of the gubernatorial 


candidates spoke Saturday at 
ratlies at West Memphis and 
Forrest City and most focused 
their speeches on Gov. Win- 
throp Rockefeller and former 
Gov. Orval E. Faubus. 


W. S. Cheekof West Mem- 


phis, a Democratic candidate, 
said at West Memphis that 
Faubus helped Rockefeller in 
the 1966 gubernatorial cam- 
paign. 


Cheek said Faubus, then re- 


tiring from office, disliked Jim 
Johnson, the 1966 Democratic 
nominee, and supplied Rocke- 
feller with lists of the names 
of state employes and welfare 
recipients. 


Cheek said Rockefeller then 


sent letters to the state em- 
ployes saying they would re- 
tain their jobs if he were elect- 
ed and wrote welfare recipients 
saying they would not be cut 
from the welfare rolls. 


Faubus, a candidate again, 


said at Forrest City that if he 
is nominated by the Democrat- 
ic party he would keep "the 
drugstore cowboy" busy in the 
general election. He was re- 
ferring to Rockefeller. 


Faubus said the main issue 


in the Democratic race was 
"who can beat the money ma- 
chine" of Rockefeller. 


Bill Wells of Hermitage, an- 


other 
Democratic candidate, 


said at West Memphis that the 
administrations of Faubus and 
Rockefeller 
contributed 
to a 


state population loss of 100,000 
persons over the past 10 years. 
Wells said that at the normal 
birth rate the state should have 
200,000 more 
residents now 


than 10 years ago, but that the 
number was half that. Wells 
said at Forrest City that, "We 
should turn back the Republi- 
can party and end the blight 
now covering Arkansas." 


James MacKrell of North 


Little Rock, a Republican, said 
at West Memphis that the chief 
issue in the campaign was re- 
lieving the state of the "blight 
of the 
WR brand." Lester 


Gibbs, another Republican can- 
didate, spoke at Forrest City 
and West Memphis. 


Dale Bumpers of Charleston, 


a Democrat, said the amount 
of money Rockefeller 
would 


spend in his campaign for re- 
election was "an open insult" 
to the state's voters. Bob 
Compton of El Dorado, also a 
Democrat, called for tax equity 
in speeches at Forrest City and 
West Memphis. 


Atty. Gen. Joe Purcell, a 


Democratic candidate for gov- 
ernor, promised the crowd at 
Forrest City that he would 
completely reorganize the state 
Revenue Department if he is 
elected. 


Purcell said the reorganiza- 


tion would result in the collec- 
tion of several million tax dol- 
lars now lost because of bad 
management. 


The attorney general also 


said he could not understand 
why the slogan "Land of Op- 
portunity" was removed from 
the Arkansas motor vehicle li- 
cense tag during the Rockefel- 
ler administration. 


"Perhaps the only logical ex- 


planation for its removal is the 
work of the prophets of doom 
who knew that under this ad- 
ministration Arkansas would 
not be a land of opportunity," 
Purcell said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - For- 


mer White House adviser James 
Cheek says the administration 
fails to understand student fears 
of repression, but Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell says the whole 
issue is more talk than anything 
else. 


"Nobody 
says 
what 
the 


repression is," Mitchell said 
Sunday. 


But he said that to help coun- 


ter the "rhetoric of repression," 
administration representatives, 
including Justice Department 
lawyers, would visit campuses 
this fall to try to build a better 
dialogue with students. 


Cheek, meanwhile, comment- 


ed that while "It is difficult for 
the President to understand us 
... repression is what some stu- 
dents and blacks believe is hap- 
pening." 


Cheek, a Negro who heads 


Howard University, said he was 
"very, very pessimistic" about 
the outlook for peace on the 
campuses this fall. Mitchell said 
he thought colleges would be 
calmer, with militants finding 
themselves without a following. 


Cheek was interviewed on the 


CBS television-radio program 
"Face the Nation" while Mitch- 
ell was questioned on ABC's 
similar "Issues and Answers." 


Today, Sen. Robert C. Byrd, 


D-W.Va., complained in re- 
marks for the Senate that two 
government studies on campus 
turmoil "appear to be weighted 
in favor of those who have 
caused trouble." 


Byrd criticized the Presi- 


dent's Commission on Campus 
Unrest and a report to Presi- 
dent Nixon by Cheek and Van- 
derbilt Chancellor Alexander

NEW YORK f AP) - Former 


presidential 
aide 
Kenneth 


O'Donnell says John F. Kenne- 
dy chose Lyndon B. Johnson as 
his running mate in 1960 be- 
cause he felt that if elected he 
would be unable to "live with" 
Johnson as Senate majority 
leader. 


O'Donnell, who served in both 


the Kennedy and Johnson ad- 
ministrations, said that 
four 


years later Johnson wanted Sen. 
Mike Mansfield of Montana as 
his vice president for the same 
reason—to remove him from the 
key Senate leadership post. 


O'Donnell's observations in 


the Aug. 7 issue of Life maga- 
zine are from a book he is writ- 
ing. In addition to domestic poli- 
tics, the account offers new 
background on early decisions 
on America's involvement in 
Vietnam. 


O'Donnell said Kennedy, after 


consulting with Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur and Mansfield in 
1961 and 1962, agreed with both 
on "the need for a complete mil- 
itary withdrawal from Viet- 
nam" but planned to withhold 
announcement until after the 
1964 election. 


Mansfield confirmed Sunday 


that Kennedy had "definitely 
and unequivocally" made the 
withdrawal 
decision 
in 
the 


spring of 1963, the Washington 
Post reported in today's edi- 
tions. 


On the selection of Johnson 


for 
the 
vice 
presidency, 


O'Donnell quoted Kennedy as 
offering this explanation at the 
1960 Democratic convention: 


"I'm 43 years old, and I'm the 


healthiest candidate for presi- 
dent in the 
United States. 


You've traveled with me enough 
to know that. I'm not going to 
die in office. So the vice presi- 
dency doesn't mean anything. 


"I'm 
thinking of something 


else, the leadership of the Sen- 
ate. If we win, it will be by a 
small margin and I won't be 
able to live with Lyndon John- 
son as the leader of a small Sen- 
ate majority. Did it occur to you 
that if Lyndon becomes the vice 
president, I'll have Mike Mans- 
field as the Senate leader, some- 
body I can trust and depend 
on?" 


On the Vietnam involvement, 


O'Donnell wrote: 


"President Kennedy first be- 


gan to have doubts about our 
military effort in Vietnam in 
1961, when both Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur and Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle warned him that the 
Asian mainland was no place to 
be fighting a nonnuclear land 
war." 


"MacArthur was extremely 


critical of the military advice 
the President had been getting 
from the Pentagon," he wrote. 
"MacArthur went on to point out 
that there were domestic prob- 
lems — the urban crisis, the 
ghettos, the economy — that 
should have far more priority 
than Vietnam. 


"Kennedy came out of the 


meeting 
somewhat 
stunned. 


That a man like MacArthur 
should give him such unmilitary 
advice impressed him enor- 
mously." 


The following year, O'Donnell 


says, Mansfield returned from a 
visit to Southeast Asia and "em- 
phatically advised, first, a curb 
on sending more military rein- 
forcements to South Vietnam 
and, then, a withdrawal of U.S. 
forces from that country's civil 
war." 


After criticism from Mans- 


field in 1963 for his support of 
the Diem regime in Saigon, 
O'Donnell says, Kennedy told 
him he agreed the United States 
should withdraw but told him 
that "if he announced a total 
withdrawal ... before the 1964 
election, there would be a wild 
conservative outcry against re- 
turning him to the presidency 
for a second term." 


O'Donnell was White House 


appointments secretary under 
Kennedy and after Kennedy's 
assassination Nov. 22, 1963, re- 
mained under President John- 
son as a special aide until after 
the 1964 campaign. 


He also says that Johnson was 


clearly opposed to Sen. Hubert 
H. Humphrey as a running mate 
and "frequently ridiculed the 
garrulous Minnesota senator in 
private." 


As president, Johnson was 


"obsessed" with the idea that 
Robert Kennedy would try to 
force himself into the vice presi- 
dency in 1964, says O'Donnell, 
although Kennedy had privately 
rejected that possibility and laid 
plans to run for the Senate in 
New York.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Soviets are showing serious in- 
terest in the United States' pro- 
posal to limit strategic missiles 
but have yet to commit them- 
selves on its key features. 


This initial Soviet reaction has 


emerged from accounts of the 
two formal meetings and other 
discussions at the U.S.-Soviet 
strategic arms limitation talks 
(SALT) at Vienna last week fol- 
lowing the American offer. 


The Russians were said to be 


seeking more information about 
the U.S. plan while neither com- 
mitting themselves to it nor 
making 
polemic 
statements 


against it. 


Washington officials therefore 


continue to be encouraged about 
the prospects for reaching an 
historic agreement on curbing 
the superpower nuclear arms 
race, though a formal pact 
would still seem to be many 
months away. 


The Vienna talks are expected 


to recess this summer, then re- 
sume in the fall in Helsinki 
where the SALT talks began 
last year. 


U.S. negotiator Gerard C. 


Smith set forth the U.S. propos- 
al last January. 


It would limit the number of 


long range offensive missiles to 
current stockpiles, or less, and 
would also place a ceiling on de- 
fense 
antiballistic 
missiles 


(ABM). 


The most important feature of 


the plan, in the United States' 
view, would be its restraint on 
the Soviet SS-9 missiles which 
would be kept at their current 
number of about 300. 


The huge SS-9 is rated by U.S. 


strategists as capable of knock- 
ing out the war-deterrent Min- 
uteman intercontinental ballis- 
tic missile (ICBM) in its silo. 
The Pentagon says the Soviets 
are pressing ahead with a build- 
up of their SS-9 force. 


The U.S. proposal also is un- 


derstood to offer the Soviets an 
option 
on 
the 
ABM—either 


ABMs on both sides, or limiting 
ABMs to national command 
centers such as the 64-launcher 
system now in place around 
Moscow. 


This would give the Soviets a 


choice of dismantling their Mos- 
cow ABM system or allowing 
the Americans, who are just 
starting to build an ABM sys- 
tem, to construct one around 
Washington or some other com- 
mand point. 


Neither option appears to fit 


the 
controversial 
Safeguard 


ABM proposal now being debat- 
ed in the Senate. The Safeguard 
sites in the 
administration- 


backed bill before the Senate 
are in the U.S. plan for protec- 
tion of Minutemen there. 


Supporters of the administra- 


tion program said if the Soviets 
agree to a zero ABM pact, the 
U.S. Safeguard program could 
be abandoned without jeopardiz- 
ing United States security. 


If the Soviets opt for a nation- 


al command authority ABM, ad- 
ministration backers said, the 
U.S. Safeguard program could 
be inexpensively relocated be- 
cause the only installation work 
done on the Safeguard so far is 
tow holes in the ground.

— President Nixon meets in 
Denver today with state offi- 
cials responsible for overseeing 
the use of federal law enforce- 
ment grants. He plans to seek 
their support for anticrime leg- 
islation. 


Nixon, who has proposed 13

only one has been signed into 
law he would take advantage of 
the Denver conference to make 
a new appeal for congressional 
action on the other long-pending 
measures.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


nation's state universities are 
responding to student demands 
for more relevant studies and a 
greater voice in designing their 
education programs with a wide 
variety of new course offerings, 
a new study shows. 


The National Association of 


State Universities and Land- 
Grant Colleges, in a survey of 
its 
114 members, said 
new 


courses range from one in philo- 
sophy at the University of Ne- 
braska that will go into sexual 
morality, drug abuse, racism 
and violence to a community 
service program at the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina where 
students can earn up to $1,000. 


Students have demanded on 


many campuses a voice in shap- 
ing what they study to obtain 
their degrees. The University of 
Hawaii, Cornell University and 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology have announced new pro- 
grams giving students a voice in 
what subjects they will take to 
earn their majors. 


At the same time, the Univer- 


sity of North Carolina at Chapel 
Hill and the University of Rhode 
Island said students would have 
more freedom in selecting their 
courses. 


There appears to be a rush on 


most campuses to new courses 
in environmental control and 
ethnic studies. 


The environmental field has a 


wide range of subject matter. 
The University of Arizona is of- 
fering Environmental Politics 
and the University of Iowa In- 
dustry and the Natural Environ- 
ment, while Clemson Universi- 
ty, Washington State University 
and the University of California 
at Davis have programs on con- 
temporary 
environmental 
is- 


sues, environmental science and 
a new living-learning environ- 
ment studies program.

Fulbright 
Asks Look 
at Treaty

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


J. William Fulbright challenged 
today a pending executive mili- 
tary agreement 
with 
Spain, 


charging that the pact involves 
commitments which should be 
subject to Senate confirmation. 


The Arkansas Democrat said 


the White House plan, ostensibly 
extending U.S. use of three 
bases in Spain for five years, 
contains provisions which would 
lead to mushroomed costs and 
perhaps even Vietnam-type en- 
tanglements. 


In remarks prepared for floor 


delivery, Fulbright called for 
legislation 
that would 
force 


President Nixon to submit the 
measure as a treaty. 


Fulbrlght's move carried the 


same overtones as the Cooper- 
Church amendment, recently 
passed by the Senate, which 
would limit Nixon's powers for 
military involvement in Cambo- 
dia. 


He said the executive agree- 


ment, scheduled for signing in 
two weeks, could produce "di- 
rect and indirect costs of ... 
$400 million over five years." 


"The Portuguese, the Greeks, 


the Turks, the Ethiopians, the 
Thais, the Filipinos, the South 
Koreans, the Taiwanese, even 
the Japanese, are watching to 
see what kind of settlement the 
Spaniards received," he said. 


"We have bases in each one of 


those countries and thus the 
costly price paid Spain could 
and probably would be repeated 
many times over." 


Fulbright, chairman of the 


Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, noted the administration 
had presented details of the pro- 
posed agreement in closed ses- 
sions a week ago—but under 
provisions of secrecy. 


While he did not disclose spe- 


cifics, Fulbright emphasized it 
amounted to a military "com- 
mitment" to Spain, rather than 
merely the use of her facilities 
for stationing of U.S. troops. 


He termed the new agreement 


"the boldest ... attempt by the 
executive branch since World 
War II to have a security treaty 
by executive agreement and 
thus avoid the need for Senate 
advice and consent."

since 1916, was hired to play Ti- 
tus Moody in the "Fred Allen 
Show" of radio in the late 1940s. 


The tall, spare, white-haired 


astor, his Maine accent undilut- 
ed after an absence of 40 years 
from his native state, explained 
that he is kept busy because 
"actors of a certain age are 
likely to be retired —or dead." 


Fennelly's Titus Moody occu- 


pied a house in Allen's Alley for 
three seasons and his "howdy, 
Bub" became a catch phrase. 


"Fred, who came from the 


Boston area, always liked New 
England characters," Fennelly 
said. "When the series was 
over, he gave me the character 
name and the use of all the Ti- 
tus Moody material." 


Allen's hour, which moved to 


television for half a season, was 
killed by public enthusiasm for 
one of the first big-money give- 
away shows. 


For the past 16 years Fennelly 


has been the advertising spokes- 
man — giving dry New England 
advice — for a bakery products 
company.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Wlnthrop Rckefeller 
believes 


sabotage led to a malfunction 
in the landing gear of a plane 
in which he and seven other 
persons were riding in 1967. 


The governor's twin - engine 


plane landed safely Aug. 3, 
1967, after circling the Mem- 
phis airport for \\k hours while 
those aboard tried to fix one 
wheel that failed to retract af- 
ter the plane left Little Rock. 


Repeated pounding on a lev- 


er to the landing mechanism 
finally got the wheel working 
again. The other two wheels 
could not be lowered again for 
a landing until the third worked 
properly. 


Rockefeller made his state- 


ment about sabotage in an in- 
terview after other sources had 
reported 
that 
sabotage was 


suspected in the near-disaster. 


The governor also said that 


within three months of that 
event, another act of sabotage 
was discovered in the landing 
gear of another of his planes 
prior to a takeoff. 


Rockefeller 
said 
the con- 


clusion that sabotage was in- 
volved was not revealed before 
because his security advisers 
suggested it might incite others 
to make attempts on his life. 


"We have never been able to 


trace either of them, and I've 
been a little surprised that it 
couldn't have been traced be- 
cause there are not that many 
competent aviation mechanics 
in Arkansas," Rockefeller said. 


"You could cut it down to a 


couple of hundred people who 
would have been knowledge- 
able enough of aircraft to have 
done it," he said. "But if you 
are employed to go in and do 
your thing and never horse 
around again, it's pretty hard 
to identify you." 


Gene Young, the governor's 


chief security aide, confirmed 
the sabotage report. 


Young said that after the

Memphis, an inspection showed 
scratch marks within the land- 
ing gear housing that indicated 
that an iron bar or pipe had 
been wedged into the assembly 
to prevent proper function. 


No pipe or bar was found to

Hampton noted

Rep. Sterling Cockrill, a Re- 
publican candidate for lieuten- 
ant governor, had said he could 
aid the Republican administra- 
tion 
in 
dealing 
with 
the 


legislature. Cockrill, a former 
majority leader of the House, 
switched to the GOP in the 
spring. 


"Rockefeller obviously needs 


such a crutch," Hampton said. 
"I do not. I will deal directly 
with the men who make the 
laws that keep us free." 


Hampton said that if Rocke- 


feller was "really 
concerned 


about 
the progress 
of this 


state" he would withdraw from 
the gubernatorial race. 


"If I had the indications that 


he has, I would do so today," 
Hampton said.

Sign Pact 


NEW YORK (AP) - Owners 


of the National Football League 
reached agreement with the 
Players Association today, end- 
ing a players' strike which had 
threatened the 1970 season. 


Veteran members of the 26 


squads agreed to report to train- 
ing camps immediately. 


The owners had met in the of- 


fice of Commissioner Pete Ro- 
zelle for close to 24 hours, not 
breaking for sleep. 


The players demanded in- 


creased pension benefits. 


It was the most serious labor 


dispute in the history of profes- 
sional sports in the nation. 


Millions of dollars in televi- 


sion contracts also were in- 
volved. 


NEW YORK (AP) — A mara- 


thon meeting of the moguls of 
the National Football League 
went into its 16th hour at 4 a.m., 
EDT, today as Commissioner 
Pete Rozelle moved busily be- 
hind the scenes in an effort to 
end the strike of veteran profes- 
sionals. 


A spokesman said Rozelle met 


during the night with represen- 
tatiges of the National Football 
league Players Association. 


It was the llth hour in the 


most serious labor dispute in 
the 
history 
of 
professional 


sports in this nation. Already it 
threatened the exhibition sea- 
son, scheduled to being Friday 
night with a clash between 
Cleveland and Ix>s Angeles, the 
first of 10 weekend preseason 
games. 


There was one report, from 


NKLPA sources, that a players' 
group was actually meeting 
with the owners' negotiating 
committee, headed 
by Tex 


Schramm of the Dallas Cow- 
boys. 


Shortly after midnight, how- 


ever, a league spokesman said, 
"No players are meeting with 
the owners." 


Schramm, while president of 


the Cowboys, technically isn't 
an owner. The team is the pro- 
perty of wealthy Texan Clint 
Murchison. 


Even if there was a bargain- 
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ing session, the fullscale owners 
meeting continued in the Part 
Avenue offices of the league. 
Several blocks away the NFL 
set up press headquarters in a 
plush suite of a midtown Man- 
hattan hostelry. A half-dozen 
sleepy newsmen and a league 
representative waited there dur- 
ing the predawn hours. 


It was anybody's guess when 


there would be development in 
the impasse. 


From Cincinnati came word 


from Mike Brown, assistant 
general manager of the Ben- 
gals, that the owners were mak- 
ing a new contract offer. He 
said he'd talked by long-dis- 
tance telephone to New York 
with his father, Paul Brown, 
head coach and general manag- 
er of the Bengals. 


Crux of the contract dispute is 


the pension plan. 


The owners and players were 


reportedly $8 million apart over 
the proposed four-year contract 
period when they met under the 
aegis of federal mediators last 
week in Philadelphia. Latest re- 
ports indicated the gap had 
been narrowed to $1.04 million. 


Owner Carroll Rosenbloom of 


the Baltimore Colts warned that 
unless an accord comes soon 
there was strong 
sentiment 


among owners to cancel the pro 
season. Kansas City Chief's 
owner Lamar Hunt, however, 
said he was prepared to play 
with rookies and free agents, 
who aren't involved in the con- 
tract hassle. 


Brown shut down his rookie 


camp because he had only 16 
prospects in camp. Some other 
teams have so few on hand they 
can't get up two 11-man teams 
for a scrimmange. 


The owners, in a position pa- 


per issued over a week ago, said 
their offer at the time would 
provide an annual pension of 
$59,000 for a 15-year veteran at 
the age of 65. 


Bill Curry of the Baltimore 


Colts, manning the NFLPA's 
strike headquarters in a Wash- 
ington, D.C., hotel, said in a 
Sunday interview the associa- 
tion had bungled its public rela- 
tions efforts to counteract the 
owners' statements. 


"I'm afraid we look like a 


bunch of greedy slobs," Curry 
said. The $59,000 figure, which 
he called quite inflated, would 
apply to a player who began 
his pro career this season.

A—Nephritis or Bright's 


disease is a frequent com- 
plication of streptococcal 
sore throat, scarlet fever or 
rheumatic fever. The symp- 
toms, which vary widely, in- 
clude h e a d a c h e , pepless- 
ness, blood in the urine and 
waterlogging but in many 
cases these symptoms are 
mild or absent. With rest, a 
bland diet and antibiotics, 
most victims make a com- 
plete recovery. 


Q—My son has

philia. Since this is a heredi- 
tary disease and there have 
been no cases of it on either 
side of the family, how did 
he get it? 


A — A l t h o u g h 
in most 


cases this disease is trans- 
mitted through the genes 
from an unaffected mother 
to some but not all of her 
sons, it may also appear 
without any traceable fam- 
ily h i s t o r y . Fortunately, 
great advances have been 
made in the treatment of 
this disease.

YOU CAN PREVENT 
HOUSE BURGLARY 


By MR. FIX 


A determined burglar can 


break into almost any house. 
Burglar-proof locks and cer- 
tain precautions, 
while not 


making your house absolute- 
ly safe from break-ins, will 
certainly make them less 
likely. 


While it is true that a good 


burglar can break into al- 
most any place, he is likely 
to pick spots where risks will 
be few and speed possible. 


Your first line of defense 


is the outward appearance 
that your house is occupied. 
If you are going to be gone 
for a period of days, stop de- 
liveries of newspapers, mail, 
milk and other packages. 


Arrange to have someone 


pick up any deliveries that 
might come'anyway. If you'll 
be gone long, make arrange- 
ments to have the grass cut 
and watered so that.it will 
look as if someone is home 
to give the place regular at- 
tention. 


Do not close shades and 


blinds except in rooms where 
they 
normally 
would be. 


Leave others partially open, 
but not so much that some- 
one looking in could see all 
the rooms. 


Do not leave lights burning 


all the time. This is a give- 
away. Install timers that will 
turn' a few lights on and off 
for a few hours each eve- 
ning. Having a radio on for 
part of the evening will help

too, since noise will give a 
greater impression of oc- 
cupancy. 


In spite of all precautions 


someone may still learn that 
you are away. So you need 
good jimmy-proof locks. The 
ordinary spring latch 
that 


locks when you slam the 
door is not enough. Tlu>sp 
can he forced by a skillful 
burglar. 


All outside doors should be 


equipped with the kind of 
lock known as a deadbolt. 
Instead of a slanted bolt it 
has a square bolt which must 
be turned with a key from 
the outside and with a handle 
on the inside. 


If you have a glass panel 


in the door through which 
someone 
could 
reach 
the 


lock after breaking the glass 
you need further protection. 
Get a double barrel lock, one 
that must be opened with a 
key on the inside as well as 
the outside. 


Install bolts at the top and 


bottom of patio doors to 
augment 
t h e 
lightweight 


locks on most such doors. A 
burglar will not smash the 
entire pane of glass, just 
enough to reach the lock. 


There are locks you can 


put on double hung windows 
so that you can leave them 
partially open. The lock will 
prevent full opening. 


Put barrel bolts on the in- 


side of the frame of cellar 
windows 
to 
augment 
the 


flimsy locks usually found on 
them.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


House subcommittee launched 
today a probe into Army plans 
to dump more than 3,000 tons of 
obsolete nerve gas rockets into 
the Atlantic Ocean about 280 
miles off Cape Kennedy, Fla. 


Reps. Alton Lennon, D-N.C., 


and Paul Rogers, D-Fla., called 
the meetings by the House mer- 
chant marine and fisheries sub- 
committee following the Army's 
disclosure of its plans. 


Rogers said he wants to learn 


why the Army cannot dispose of 
the nerve gas in laboratories. 
He also questioned whether 
there has been sufficient study 
on what might happen if the gas 
leaked out on the ocean floor. 


Representatives of the Army 


and departments of State, Inte- 
rior, and Health, Education and 
Welfare have been called to tes- 
tify. 


Several 
congressmen 
have 


complained about the proposed 
plan to move the gas from 
Army depots at Anniston, Ala., 
and Lexington,'Ky., to Sunny 
Point Arsenal near Southport,

States is obligated by the 1958 
Geneva Convention on the law 
of the sea to consult with inter- 
national committees before dis- 
posing of potentially hazardous 
pollutants in international wa- 
ters. 


Army officials said notifica-

JOO Feared 
Dead as Boat 
Capsizes

NEVIS, West Indies (AP) - A 


75-foot motor launch designed to 
carry about 160 people on its 
ferry shuttles between the is- 
lands of Nevis and St. Kitts had 
aboard "probably 270 to 300" 
persons when it capsized and 
sank in five minutes Saturday, a 
government official said Sunday 
night. 


Between 175 and 200 were 


feared dead. Forty-three bodies 
had been recovered by late Sun- 
day, and there were 88 survi- 
vors. All were believed resi- 
dents of the two islands except 
three Roman Catholic nuns—two 
from Canada and one from Eng- 
land—who were drowned. 


The U.S. Coast Guard said 


some of the others might have 
been washed out to sea. But 
most were believed entombed 
with the boat's captain, James 
Ponteen, inside the steel hull in 
130 feet of water about a mile 
off the southeast tip of St. Kitts. 


Monday, August 3, 1970 
Coast Guard divers were to 


inspect the hull later this week. 


Harbormaster Edrade Wai* 


wyn estimated the number of 
passengers aboard the ferry 
Christena when she went down 
Saturday, but he said ticket re- 
cords were aboard the boat. 


Lee Moore, Information offi- 


cer for the local government ac- 
knowledged that the govern- 
ment ferry "had on slightly too 
many passengers" and added, 
"We understand the capsize was 
caused by uneven distribution of 
passengers." 


The Coast Guard quoted an 


unidentified government official 
that the ferry "started leaning, 
and the people flocked to one 
side, with the result that it cap- 
sized." 


The boat apparently was in 


trouble soon after it left Basse- 
terre, St. Kitts, on the 11-mile, 
one-hour trip to Charlestown, 
Nevis. 


"It started leaning," said Dia- 


na Williams, 19, a bank clerk re- 
turning home to Nevis. "Every- 
body started jumping off. It 
went down suddenly. People 
were yelling; some with words, 
some just screeching. We start- 
ed holding onto the boat. Then it 
went under, and 
everybody

PARIS (AP) — Ambassador 


David K.E. Bruce arrived to- 
day to take over the U.S. 
delegation at the Vietnam peace 
talks and said he has "a broad 
latitude" from President Nixon 
in trying to end the deadlock. 


The 72-year-old white-haired 


veteran diplomat was relaxed 
and smiling as he talked briefly 
with newsmen at Orly Airport. 


"I will participate in this 


week's session of the Vietnam 
conference," he said. 


"The United States desires to 


see an end to the conflict and I 
shall report frequently to the 
President and the secretary of 
state on how, hopefully, pro- 
gress is made at this confer- 
ence, and I shall also make re- 
commendations to them." 


It was the first time that a 


ranking American delegation of- 
ficial has publicly described the 
Vietnam talks as a "confer- 
ence." 


The word conference is used 


by North Vietnam and the Viet 
Cong as part of their effort to 
emphasize the status of the Viet 
Cong delegation.

ment after the Tupamaro guer- 
rillas Sunday demanded the re- 
lease of all political prisoners. 
Pacheco Areco said earlier he 
would never "negotiate with 
an amnesty were aroused by a 
statement from Vice President 
Alberto Abdala that ''this is the 
hour of peace, of conciliation, of 
understanding and even of am- 
nesty." 


The number of political pris- 


oners is estimated to be be- 
tween 100 and 150. The demand 
for their release was the largest 
in I .a tin America's 11-month-old 
wave of political kidnaping of 
foreign diplomats, but so far 
there was no threat to harm the 
two hostages. Nor was any 
deadline set. 


The government 
announced 


that more than 100 persons have 
been arrested since the abduc- 
tion Friday of Dan A. Mitrione, 


50, of Richmond, Ind., and Aloy- 
sio Mares Diaz Gomide, 41. 


Acting on an anonymous tele- 


phone tip, police found hand- 
written letters from the two 
missing men to their wives Sun- 
day behind a mirror in the 
women's lavatory of a bar. 


Mitrione asked his wife to tell 


American Ambassador Charles 
W. Adair Jr., to "do all he can 
to free me as soon as possible." 


He said he was recovering 


from a wound received in the 
kidnaping and that the guerril- 
las were questioning him exten- 
sively about the American aid 
program for the Uruguayan po- 
lice. Mitrione, former 
police 


chief in Richmond, is an adviser 
to the police. 


The Tupamaros said Friday 


that Mitrione underwent sur- 
gery for a bullet wound in the 
chest, but they didn't say how 
he was injured. 


The Brazilian Embassy said 


Diaz Gomide's letter also asked 
the ambassador to aid in secur- 
ing his release. 


The Tupamaros became ac- 


tive in 1963 and have increased 
terrorist activities recently. 


Previously the movement kid- 


naped only Uruguayan officials 
and always set them free with- 
out demanding ransom. 


invited Castro aboard, but the 
prime minister declined, saying, 
"I would probably scare the 
passengers."

his picture. 


At moments, the defendants 


in the Sharon Tate murder 
trial seem solemn. They sit with 
eyes downcast, scribbling pic- 
tures and notes. 


Even the lurid testimony of 


the state's star witness, Linda 
Kasabian, which has brought 
gasps from spectators, has failed 
to shake the defendants visibly. 
The defense continues cross-ex- 
amining her today. 


Testimony by Mrs. Kasabian 


of group sex among their hip- 
pie-style "family" of drug us- 
age and of the murders of Miss 
Tate and six others haven't 
moved the defendants. 


The girls— Susan Atkins, 21, 


Leslie Van Housten, 20, and Pa- 
tricia Krenwinkel, 22— -smile di- 
rectly at Mrs. Kasabian, a for- 
mer "family" member. At one 
point, the shaggy-haired Man- 
son focused his gaze on the wit- 
ness while stroking his beard, 
and the girls picked up the mo-

Pale 
and listless, they shuffle into 
court in dark blue jail denims 
and sweatshirts. 


The 92 seats in the old, dark- 


beamed courtroom have been 
jammed daily with spectators 
and reporters. But the remain- 
ing members of Manson 's "fam- 
ily" rarely get inside. Most 
have been subpoenaed as prose- 
cution witnesses and they are 
excluded from court until they 
testify.

Set Today

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— With a Soviet spy ship stand- 
ing by to observe, the nuclear 
submarine James Madison to- 
day attempts the first sub- 
merged launching of the Navy's 
new multiple-warhead Poseidon 
missile. 


The Madison was tc unleash 


the two-stage missile while 
cruising beneath the surface of 
the Atlantic 30 miles east of 
Cape Kennedy. 


The rocket's multiple inde- 


pendently targeted reentry vehi- 
cle—MIRV—is aimed at a tar- 
get more than 1,000 miles down 
the Atlantic test range. Each 
MIRV is capable of carrying up 
to 10 warheads. Nuclear devices 
are not carried on test rockets. 


The milestone launch had 


been scheduled last Monday, 
but it was postponed after a Rus- 
sian fishing trawler laden with 
electronic gear probed to within 
200 yards of the James Madison 
during a practice firing run July 
24. 


Later, the Navy said it would 


go ahead with the launch de- 
spite the trawler. Soviet spy 
ships often monitor Cape Kenne- 
dy launches and warhead re-en- 
tries down range, but none ever 
came so close to a missile sub- 
marine before. 


A U.S. Destroyer stood by to- 


day to prevent the trawler from 
getting too close. The move is 
more for the trawler's protec- 
tion than to prevent it from 
spying. If the rocket blew up, 
debris could harm the Soviet 
ship. 


Since the July 24 incident, the 


Russian vessel has been circling 
arid fishing about 15 miles off 
shore. 


Newsmen were invited to ride 


a support ship to witness the 
launch when originally sched- 
uled. But after the trawler af- 
fair, the Defense Department 
said reporters were not wel- 
come. Under pressure 
from 


newsmen, defense officials re- 
versed themselves Sunday and 
said 
reporters 
could 
come 


along.

Mustang Island Just off Corpus 
Christi. North Corpus Christi 
beach, a vacation area of mo- 
tels, trailer parks and beaches, 
was ordered cleared, too. 


Some people were refusing to 


leave. 


The Weather Bureau said the 


storm was expected to strike 
the coast later today with as 
much as eight inches of rain as 
well as high winds. 


But it was the tides that were 


feared most in this very flat 
coastal area. 


They were expected to be five 


to seven feet above normal. 


At midmorning, the hurricane 


was about 135 miles from Cor- 
pus Christi and was heading 
straight for it. Winds were 90 
miles an hour, a decrease from 
the earlier 115 m.p.h. 


At Corpus Christi, the main 


bayfront area appeared calm. A 
few persons stood on the beach 
watching the water, which at 8 
a.m. was normal. Streets car- 
ried normal morning traffic. 


Police Cmdr. C. C. Hagan at 


Corpus Christi said, speaking of 
experience in previous hurri- 
canes, "Our problem over there 
(on 
North 
Corpus 
Christi 


Beach) is the mobile homes. 
The people in mobile homes 
don't want to leave at first and 
then at the last minute they 
want to ^0 and they can't get 
anybody to move them." 


Swells 6 to 8 feet high - to the 


delight of some young surfers — 
pounded the coast in advance of 
the storm Sunday night while 
thousands of persons seeking to 
escape the fury of Celia clogged 
highways leading out of Galves- 
ton. 


Aircraft owners as far from 


the coast as Houston—50 miles 
— flew their planes to safer 
areas in North Texas and Okla- 
homa. Pilots at Ellington Air 
Force Base near Houston began 
ferrying large C130 cargo planes 
to safety at Lockbourne Air 
Force Base, Ohio. 


Ships at Houston, Galveston, 


Baytown and other Texas ports 
were expected to stay docked 
until passage of the storm. 


Workers at Texas City were 


filling sand bags as a wall 
against expected high tides. 


Gulf Coast rice and cotton 


farmers expressed fears a ma- 
jor storm would severely dam- 
age what has been expected to 
be an exceptionally good crop. 


Red Cross and other civil re- 


lief agencies were gearing up 
shelters and relief centers along 
the coast for a possible 175,000 
refugees. Red Cross units in 
Oklahoma, Kansas and Illinois 
were put on a standby basis for 
possible duty in the storm area. 


Emergency operations cen- 


ters of the Texas Department of 
Public Safety were activated 
Sunday. 


A Coast Guard plane from 


Corpus Christi was dispatched 
to alert offshore oil rig crews 
and persons in other remote 
areas of Celia's approach.
